Man Who at First Refused In- 
heritance Turns Over $800,- 
000 for Public Service Fund.

NEW YORK, July 24.—Charles 
Garland’s gift of a fortune to the 
newly incorporated American Fund 
for Public Service. as announced Dy 
_the Post-Dispatch a few days ago, 
was confirmed yesterday in a formal 
statement issued by Walter Neliles, 
attorney, on his return 
N. Baldwin, director of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, from a 
conference with the young Cape Cod 
‘farmer. 

This statement. placing the actual 
amount of money to be turned over 
at $800,000. said: 

“T am authorized by Charles Gar- 
land of North Carver, Mass... to make 
the following statement him: 

“"l am trying to use the inher- 
‘ited wealth toward social uses for 
the following reasons 

“*T believe that every person is an 
integral part of society, and that the 
interests of one ag eee cannot be 
divorced from the interests of the 
other members of omen without ali 
having to pay the price for it in the 
end. From this it follows that 
must strive to use whatever re 
\sources I have to the advantage of 
all. 
| “ With this object, I intend te turn 
‘ever to the American Fund for Pub- 

lic Service the sum of $809,009. 
‘CHARLES GARLAND.’ 

It was first believed the gift would 
be $1,000,000. Garland’s legacy 
from the estate of his father amount- 
ed to approximately $1,200,000, of 
which he turned over $200,900 to 
his wife, who, with their two smal! 
»children, hag not lived with him for 
more than a year as a result of his 
avowed lore for Miss Lillian Conrad, 
a Boston art student.

When Garland. on becoming of age 
two years ago, first jumped into 
Prominence by deciaring he could 
hot accept money he had not earned, 
he declined to take from his father's 
trustees his share of the estate. 

Subsequently he decided to accept 
legal possession of the fortune. and 
his action in relinquishing it to the 
fund was the consistent outcome of 
his initial intention to live by his 
own efforts on his farm. Whether 
he retains the $200,000 balance of 
the estate for his own use is not ex- 
piained.

NEW YORK, July 24.—"As with 
many of the world’s greatest mas- 
terpieces, an air of mystery sur- 
rounds the origin of the carving 
known as ‘Christus de Profundia,’ * 
states a prospectus sent out by Mra. 
H. Willis McFadden of 3 Washington 
‘Square North, when she interested 
heads of the various churches and 
prominent laity in a head of Christ 
on a Florida, or flowering bean, and 
a movement was begun to erect vs 
temple containing a shrine, of Mifc- 
tuary wherein the carving might be 
kept perpetually.

ANY parents fail to reco srizs 
and to give expression to the 

profound inner reorganiza- 

| thon characteristic of the 13-year-old 
boy. They do not realize that now 
ie the time to wean him from his 
baby ways and to cut him eff from 
this childish dependence hithorto a 
part of_his normal life. 

The ry disturbing case of a »ic¢ 
120-pound baby boy has just been 
brought to my attention requesting 
a remedy. He is not yet 13, is much 
overgrown and he runs to his moth- 
er crying for sympathy when the 
other boys treat him rough. What 
would you do for him? 


The negative personality of the 
soft, timid youth does not merely 


happen, but can be traced to a def.- 
nite cause, namely, too much cod- 
dling ahd pampering; too much do- 
ing for him and not enough dcing 
for himself; too much bossing and 
not enough blasing his own trail Re- 
verse the cause and you will have 
the cure. 

The future worth of a boy de- 
pends not a little on the way he is 
handled during the period of 12 to 
14, when soft methods must by al! 
means be discarded. A program of 
positive, independent and aggressive 
activities for his daily conduct wil! 
gradually put stamina into the nega- 
tive youth. 

Assign him to some rough, part- 
time employment. If necessary, and 
for the sake of his character, vou 
must invent some sort of manual 
labor for him. During vacation, 
make ft a steady job requiring three 
or four hours per day. The hard 
muscular tissues thus derived will 
add courage and self-reliance to the 
personality. é 

Treat him a bit rough about the 
house, addressing him as if he were 
an adult. Have him wait on himself 
all the time and his mother 
quentiy. Give him a plain hard bei, 
discontinuing all his baby foods and 
his baby ways at «he dining table. 

Ignore his “hurts” and his over- 
sensitive feelings. For the sake of 
results, show little sympathy Yor his 
imagined mistreatment on the part 
of this playmates. They will stop 
making him the “goat” whenever 
he sees fit to quit his baby wars. The 
soft 12-year-old is usually far 
stronger than he thinks himself rc 
be. Plan to have use his 
strength with commendable effect 
until he acquires physica! se)f-reli- 
ance. 

Get him into a business of his own. 
That is, your 12-yrear-cld son should 
be learning thrift along with his in- 
dustry. Allow definite wages for cer- 
taim regular required tasks. Teach 
him from the start to keep his own 
account, with debits and credits 
shown in detail. Have him learn 
to carry &@ savings account ccvering 
a part of his earnings. Have him 
learn to carry a small amount cf 
loose change in his pockets, and to 
make his own small purchases.
